Another cold wave swept 
over the continent of Europe 
last week increasing the suffer 
ing of the inhabitants and creat 
ing grave apprehensions con- 
cerning the whent crop. Roum- 
ania wherein it is stated the 
thermometer registered 22 degr 
ees below zero. Other continent 
al nations suffered porportion 
ately, but the British Isles are 
believed to have escaped the 
extreme severity and low temp 
eratures which prevaled on the 
continental mass. 


In high dry Alberta people 
are used to low temperatures 
and long since have learned to 
take precautions against them. 
But that is not the case Europe 
Furthermore, in Europe the 
great bulk of the crop is winter 
wheat and authorities agree 
that low temperatures are dany 
erous to that crop, In Alberta| 
spring wheat is the main crop 
about eight million acres being 
planted yearly and only a few 
thousand to winter wheat
